campaign against the White Plague 
but they cover simple precautionary 
measures against all diseases. The 
list will shortly be printed on cards 
and distributed through 
tenement 


districta. 


The "Health Rule*" are as fol- 


lowe: 


GOOD AIR:—Avoid badly ventil- 


ated, badly lighted, 
dusty, dirty, 


overheated or damp rooms. 


A V O I D 
HOUSE 
DUST:— 


Breathing dust, notably house dust 
often causes disease. 
Have 
no 


tacked down carpets and mattings. 
Have loose pieces or rugs, 
and 


clean them 
frequently 
outdoors. 


Use a hair broom tor your floors 
and keep lower sashes closed •while 
•weeping or dusting. 
Open upper 


oaehM, If possible. 
Never sweep 


rooms with a broom 
that raises 


dust. 


PURE 
WATER:—Drink 
pure 


water. 
Avoid water rrom shallow 


and unprotected wells, and from, 
pond* and streams. 
If In doubt, 


boll the 
water. 
Avoid 
public 


drinking cups. 


SAFE MILK:—Tuberculous, ty- 


phoid fever, and other diseases are 
often caused by drinking raw milk 
and raw cream. Gat milk properly 
pasteurized, or home pasteurize it, 
or simply scald it. 
All cream, in- 


cluding that used for Ice cream and 
butter, should be properly pasteur- 
ized to be safe. 


KEEP CLEAN—Take a bath or 


sponge dally, and a warm 
bath, 


followed by a cold splash, pluuge, 
or shower, once or twice a week 
or ofteiier. 
Use soap freely. Wash 


your bands before handling food. 
Don't put fingers, money, paper, or 
pencils in your mouth, 
your fingernails.

WILLIAM BOOTH PASSES AWAY 


AFTER A LONG AND USE- 


FUL LIFE. 


(By United Frtsa.) 


London, Aug. 21.—After being 


unconscious for 48 hours Rev. Wil- 
liam Booth, General and Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Salvation Army, 
died at 10:13 last night. 


Twelve weeks ago General Booth 


underwent an operation for the re- 
moval of a cataract in his left eye. 
For two days after the openation 
! indications justified the hope o; the 
General's recovery. 


Then, however, septic poisiinias 


set in, and fronr that time, with 
the exception of occasional rallies, 
the patient's health steadily 
de- 


clined. 
The 
General 
recognized 


that the end was. near, and often 
spoke of his work as being finish- 
ed. 


WAS A CARPENTER. 


General William Booth, who de- 


veloped 
the 
greatest 
organized 


movement since the beginning 
of 


Christianity for the saving of hu- 
man souls was the son of a Not- 
tingham, Bag., carpenter. 
He was 


born in the city on April 10, 1822. 


He chose preaching for a profes- 


sion and studied theology under a 
private tutor for 
the 
Methodist 


New Connection Church. 
In 1852, 


when he was 83 years old he en- 
tered the ministry but was not for- 
mally ordained 
until 
six 
years 


later. 


In the meantime he was appoint- 


ed to do circuit -work but he had 
received a taste of evangelism and 
it appealed to him. 
To his imag- 


ination and ambitious 
mind 
the 


work of ministering week 
after 


week to 
the 
"same 
congregation 


palled; be longed for fresh fields 
and a continued fight after human 
souls. 


While 
traveling 
through 
the 


country, particularly 
in 
London 


General Booth was struck by the 
proverty of the people in the slums. 
From observation 
he 
concluded 


that poverty and sin were to a cer- 
tain extent allied and that to do 
the most effective work and to get 
the best results he should transfer 
his efforts to the 
poverty-stricken 


denizens of the slums. 


July 5, 1865 is a memorable day 


because on that day General Booth 
took the first step which led after- 
wards to the founding of the Sal- 
vation Army. 
This 
effort 
was 


first styled the Christian 
Mission 


but it laid the seeds for the great 
international army of faith which 
was to follow. 


1 
The name of the 
organization 


was changed to the Salvation Army 
and General Booth commenced the 
gigantic task of establishing a reg- 
ular army to fight sin and poverty. 
From a humble beginning in Lon- 
don this great 
organization 
has 


grown until it has 8,973 corps, cir- 
cles and societies established in 56 
countries and colonies with about 
21,203 officers and employes. 
In 


almost every 
city of consequence 


there is a branch 
with ^Tracks 


where beds are 
maintained 
and 


food is dispensed at a. very cheap 
rate. 
The Salvation Army 
soon 


found that it ramification were so 
great and so widespread was the 
interest in its work that it need- 
ed an official organ so the news- 


paper "War Cry" »M »tart«d and 
it In a flourishing- condition.

WILLIAM BOOTH PASSES AWAY 


AFTER A LONG AND USE- 


FUL LIFE. 


(By United Frtsa.) 


London, Aug. 21.—After being 


unconscious for 48 hours Rev. Wil- 
liam Booth, General and Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Salvation Army, 
died at 10:13 last night. 


Twelve weeks ago General Booth 


underwent an operation for the re- 
moval of a cataract in his left eye. 
For two days after the openation 
! indications justified the hope o; the 
General's recovery. 


Then, however, septic poisiinias 


set in, and fronr that time, with 
the exception of occasional rallies, 
the patient's health steadily 
de- 


clined. 
The 
General 
recognized 


that the end was. near, and often 
spoke of his work as being finish- 
ed. 


WAS A CARPENTER. 


General William Booth, who de- 


veloped 
the 
greatest 
organized 


movement since the beginning 
of 


Christianity for the saving of hu- 
man souls was the son of a Not- 
tingham, Bag., carpenter. 
He was 


born in the city on April 10, 1822. 


He chose preaching for a profes- 


sion and studied theology under a 
private tutor for 
the 
Methodist 


New Connection Church. 
In 1852, 


when he was 83 years old he en- 
tered the ministry but was not for- 
mally ordained 
until 
six 
years 


later. 


In the meantime he was appoint- 


ed to do circuit -work but he had 
received a taste of evangelism and 
it appealed to him.

July 5, 1865 is a memorable day

Tho plan of 
the road enthusiasts is to reconstruct and put In perfect condition 
every road in the state. The help which would come from national aid, 
therefore, would be but small in comparison with the total result and 
besides Ohio cannot afford to wait while Congress debates the question, 
as it has done for more than the last half century.

ful if any action will be tak'3r. upon this for several years and o\on if 
the vote be favorable it -sould Include but a single road. Tho plan of 
the road enthusiasts is to reconstruct and put In perfect condition 
every road in the state. The help which would come from national aid, 
therefore, would be but small in comparison with the total result and 
besides Ohio cannot afford to wait while Congress debates the question, 
as it has done for more than the last half century.
